Summary of reasons for decision: 


The image file strongly sexualises a nude girl, drawing attention to her undeveloped body. This, 
combined with the way she is posed in an overtly sexually provocative manner, causes the image to at 
least tend to promote and support the exploitation of children or young persons for sexual purposes 
under s3(2)(a) of the Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Act 1993 (FVPC Act). The erotic 
effect generated by these elements is likely intended to appeal to those with a prurient interest in girls. 
For predisposed adults, images such as this can have the effect of creating or normalising a view of 
them as objects for adult sexual fantasy and desire. Images such as this can be used to groom other 
children or young teens. The Classification Office has considered the effects of the New Zealand Bill 
of Rights Act 1990 on the application of the classification criteria. The objectionable classification 
given to this publication interferes with the right to freedom of expression, but this is an outcome 
that is consistent with Parliament's intention that publications falling under s3(2) of FVPC Act be 
deemed to be objectionable and reflects the concern of a free and democratic society to protect its 
young and vulnerable members from exploitation.
